1 . Claims 1-38 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance. Claims 1 and 24 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest a means for, or a method of automated isotope dilution mass spectrometry comprising, in 
combination with the other recited limitations in the claims, spiking at least one enriched stable 
isotope of an element or specie related to said sample. Claims 2-23 are allowed be virtue of their 
dependence on claim 1 . 

Claims 25-38 have been previously indicated as allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
